EARTHQUAKE HALTS TRAINS 


ON CALIFORNIA COAST LINE 


Tracks Four Inches Out of Alignment in 
Santa Barbara County—San Francisco- 
Los Angeles Valley Route Unaffected. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.-—Be- 
cause its tracks between Surf and 
Honda, Santa Barbara County, 
were thrown out of line by a series 
of earthquakes today, the Southern 
Pacific discontinued service for a 
few hours over its coast line route 
until repairs could be made. Trains 
running between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles were tied up until 
about 10 a. m. 

Damage to the tracks was dis- 
covered when train No. 70, known 
as the Coaster, which left San 
Francisco . for Los Angeles at 9 
v’clock last night, arrived at Surf. 
The en ineer found that the tracks 
ahead had been thrown out of line 
as much as four inches in some 
places. Large cracks appeared be- 
neath the roadbed. Although the 
rails were not spread, it was con- 
Sidered unsafe to permit traffic to 
proceed in either direction. 

The valley route was not affect- 
ed by the earth disturbance, 


Disturbance Centers at Santa Ma- 
ria; Five Shocks Felt There. 
By the Associated Press. 

SANTA MARIA, Cal., Nov. 4.— 
Five earth shocks early today, the 
heaviest seismic disturbance in this 
district since 1906, cracked plate 
glass windows, 


chimney, and dislodged stones on 
Masonic Hall. The first tremor 
came about 3 a. m., followed by 
others at 5:49, 5:52, 6:12, 6:14 and 
7:42 o’clock. The second was the 
longest and most severe. 

The disturbance apparently cen- 
tered in this locality. Reports 
from Santa Barbara, to the south, 
said several light shocks were felt, 
but only a few persons’ reported 
feeling the tremors at San Luis 
Obispo, 30 miles north. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 4.—Faint 
earth movements were reported in 
Los Angeles today. In one casé a 
pendulum wall clock in a downtown 
building was stopped. Pasadena 
also felt the tremors. 

The disturbance extended along 
the coast from Los Angeles to Wat- 
sonville Junction. It also was felt 
by towns in the interior of the 
State, and the United States mag- 
netic observatory seismograph at 
Tucson, Ariz., recorded “‘very se- 
ivere” disturbances. 


Quake Recorded on Scismograph. 

An earthquake of considerable 
intensity was recorded today on the 
St. Louis University seismograph, 
the Rev. J. B. Macelwane, seis- 
mologist, announced. The shocks 
reached their peaks at 8:56, 9:01 
and 9:04 a. m. Calculations showed 
the earthquake centered at a point 


toppled at least one/!1800 miles from St. Louis.

Detective Handpicked Jur- 
ors to Insure Conviction 


in Oregon Land Fraud 
Case in 1909.

WASHINGTON, New. 4.—-The 
record of. William J. Burns as a 
‘jury fixer’’ goes far back of the 
Fall-Sinclair case. His peculiar tal- 
en.s in that line have not always 
been employed in keeping men out 
of prison; in at least one notorious 
instance they were exercised to put 
one in. It was afterward necessary 
for the President to use his par- 
doning power to end the wrong 
thus inflicted. 

In the files of the Department 
of Justice are documents which tell 
the sordid story of “fixing” as it 
was carried out by Burns and ‘his 
men in the celebrated Oregon Land 
Fraud cases in 1909. In one of 
those cases William N. Jones was 
convicted and sentenced to a long 


t1e/ term of imprisonment. 


Subsequently information was re- 
ceived which caused President 
Taft to order an investigation of 
the methods employed to. secure 
the conviction. In the course of it, 
a large number of reports and pa- 
pers were found in the desk of the 
District Attorney who had con- 
ducted the prosecution. 

They disclosed that Burns had 
caused the jury commissioners to 
empty the box from which the 
names of talesmen were drawn,

In making a report to President 
Taft in January, 1912, Attorney- 
General Wickersham said the in- 
vestigation had conclusively shown 
that Burns and his men had so di- 
rected and surveilled the selection 
of the talesmen, and afterward the 
jury, that only men predisposed to 
convict were allowed on the jury. 

“Tf there were any doubt about 
Burns’ connection with the affair 
and what he actually accomplished, 
it would be set at rest by the fol- 
lowing telegram in cipher sent by 
him to W. C. Scott Smith, an offi- 
cial of the Interior Department.” 
the Attorney-General informed the 
President. The telegram read: 

“Jury Commissioners cleaned out 
old box from which jurors were se- 
lected, and put in 600 new names, 
every one of which ‘had been inves- 
ticated befere they were placed in 
the box. This confidential.” 

Moreover, the Attorney-General 
eported, an affidavit had been ob- 
ained from C. N. MacArthur, one 
yf Burns’ field agents, which stated 
hat Burns handed him a list of 
the prospective jurors, and told 
him to “weed out all the ones that 
will not vote for conviction.” Mac- 
Arthur stated that he remonstrat- 
ed with Burns against such a pro- 
cedure, and that Burns said:

Seminary and just after gifts total- 
ing $900,009 had been made to the 
Red Cross for the relief of tor- 
nado sufferers. 

Of the total raised in the Com- 
munity Fund drive, $1,152,502 was 
obtained by the Special Gifts Com- 
mittee, which solicited those who 
last year gave large sums to the 
fund. All of the money raised by 
this committee, except $54,000, 
\.as paid in cash, Ingram Boyd, 
committee chairman, reported.

Princess Anne of France, 21- 
year-old daughter of the Duke of 
Guise, self-exiled pretender to the 
throne of France, was introduced 
to the local nobility and society at 
a formal state dinner of 120 cov- 
ers.

She is to marry Prince Amedeo 
of Savoy, Duke of Apulia, first 
cousin of the King of Italy. The 
Prince will havé an income of

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SFORGE REMUS WANES 
HEARING ON INSANITY 


Will Go to Trial Nov. 14 on 
Charge of Killing His 
Wife. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 4.—The in- 
Sanity hearing for George Remus, 
charged with killing his wife, Mrs. 
Imogene Holmes Remus, was 
waived by defense and State attor- 
neys today and an argument was 
reached that Remus will go to trial 
Nov. 14, for first degree murder. 
The agreement to dispense with 
the insanity hearing was made at 
a conference between Remus and 
his co-counsel, Charles Elston, and 
EFrosecuting Attorney Charles P. 
Taft and his assistants, 
The insanity hearing was to have 
opened Nov, 7 
The major reasons for waiving 
the insanity hearing were that the 
three alienists.,appointed to exam 
ine Remus had not completed their 
examinations, and were not pre- 
pared to go ahead with the hear- 
ing Monday, and both defense and 
State attorneys agreed that time 
could be saved by waiving the 
hearing. 
Waliving the hearing, it ‘was 
pointed out, would not constitute a 
withdrawal of Remus’ plea of in- 
sanity, and testimony relative to his 
mental condition may be introduce, 
at the murder trial. 
The attorneys had been sum- 
moned before Judge Chester Shook 
in Criminal Court to hear a report 
from the three. aglienists, Wr, 
Charles E. Keiley, Dr. E. A. Ba- 
ber, and Dr. David Wolfstein. 
Judge Shook said the alienists 
would be permitted in the court- 
room at all times during the mur- 
der trial and would be subject to 
call by either the State or the de- 
fense witnesses. 
Remus then was geranted per- 
mission to make a statement. 
“Whatever report the alienists 
may make, the defense will be 
bound by it.” he said. “The @e- 
fendant will not call other aHen- 
ists.

mistrial in the Fall-Sinclair case 
because of the operations of the 
Burns men and the alleged talka- 
tiveness of one of the triAl jurors, 
Edward J. Kidweil. 

The grand jury investigation still 
is far from complete but District 
Attorney Gordon decided to pro- 
ceed against Day before the jury 
was ready to make its report. 

Foreman Hyde of the inquisi- 

torial body reported the refusal of 
Day to answer any questions as to 
his connection with the principals 
in the oi] trial. The Government 
charges that the Burns detectives 
who shadowed the oil conspiracy 
jury reported to Day and also to 
Sheldon Clark, vice president and 
general manager of the refining 
company. 
Day was in court with his coun- 
sel, Daniel Thew Wright, a former 
Justice of the District Supreme 
Gourt. Foreman Hyde handed up 
a long typewritten document un- 
derstood to have been an official 
report of what transpired in the 
jury room, when Day was ex- 
amined. 

Day’s Attitude Explained. 
Reading from the grand jury 
presentment, Wright said that the 
affidavits which had become the 
basis of ‘the investigation showed 
that the Government was under- 
taking to eStablish a conspiracy 
between Day and Sinclair in the 
employment of the Burns detec- 
tives to shadow the jury trying 
Sinclair and Fall. 
This being the ‘situation, he 
argued, Day had a right to stand 
upon his constitutional preroga- 
tive in refusing to testify. Wright 
took the position that his client 
had not pleaded that his testimony 
might incriminate him, but that 
the Constitution specifically pro- 
vided that a citizen could not be 
compelled to become a witness 
against himeelf, 


Day Waves a Letter. 


The citation which the grand 
jury presented in the case of Day 
revealed that Day went before the 
grand jury with a letter which he 
waved as unwelcome questions 
were asked him. The letter, dated 
Nov. 2, said: 
“Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen of 
the Grand Jury: 
“I have read the affidavits filed 
in this court and made by Assis- 
tant. District Attorneys Burkinshaw 
and Shea. From these affidavits, 
it is manifest that bringing me here 
is an attempt at what the Con- 
stitution forbids, to compel me to 
be a witness against myself; there 
can be no other purpose. I am 
guilty of no offense and, under the 
advice of counsel, I decline to be 
so subjected or to have my rights 
as a citizen so infringed. ‘There<« 
fore, I respectfully refuse upon that 
ground to answer. 

“HENRY MASON DAY.” 
“All right. What is your/occu- 
pation?” he was asked. “My occu- 
pation is that of vice president of 
the Sinclair Exploration Co.” 


He Refuses to Answer. 


“During the past three weeks 
have you had any contact between 
C. G. Ruddy, manager of the Burns 
Detective Agency, on the one hand, 
and Harry F. Sinclair, on the oth- 
eh?” .“IT have answered that by 
referring to this” (indicating let- 
ter). 


The foreman of the grand fury: 
“I understand that there were two 
unanswered questions, the length 
of time you had been in Washing- 
ton, and what the relation was be- 
tween Ruddy, Sinclair and yourself. 
So you refuse to answer these two 
questions?” 


Burkinshaw: “In response to 
my question in regard to contacts 
with Ruddy and Sinclair, you have 
refused to answer and the grounds 
for your refusal are set forth in 
this statement heretofore read by 
you to the grand jury this morn. 
ing.” “Yes, sir.” : 
Letter His Only Answer. 


“Were you the person who em- 
ployed the operatives of the Rurns 
Detective Agency to cover and in- 
vestigate certain jurors and their 
friends in connection with the Fall. 
Sinclair case in this court?” “T re- 
fuse to answer. I refer to this 
same thing.” (His letter.) 


“Were any reports as to these 
jurors communicated to you by Mr. 
Ruddy?” “I stand on this letter.” 
“Did you communicate any re. 
ports that you got from Ruddy to 
Mr. Sinclair or Mr. Fall?” “fT 
stand on this letter.” 


“Did you direct the activities of 
the Burns Detective Agency in 
Washington with regard to jurors 
in this case?” Whereupon Day 
waved. the letter. 


Two Women Jurors Present. 

A number oi the dismissed jurors 
in the Fall-Sinclair case were pres- 
ent when the grand jury made its 
presentment They included Mrs. 


Annella L. Bailey and Miss Ber- 
nice Heaton, the two women mem- 
bers of the jury. 

The grand jurors, numbering 28, 
and including one young woman, 
were lined up in a semicircle 
around the counsels’ table while 
the proceedings before Chief Jus. 
tice McCoy went forward. District 
Attorney Gordon and Neil Burk- 
inshaw, Assistant District Attor- 
ney, conducting the grand jury in- 
vestigation, represented the inves- 
tigating body in the proceedings. 

Four of the jurors testified to- 
day before the grand jury. While 
one of them was testifying, an 
assistant district attorney left the 
room to obtain a picture of Henry 
Mason Day. The jurors inter- 
rogated were Mrs. Bailey, Conrad 
J. Herzog, William H. Goucher 
and John P. Kern. In addition 
the jury heard Charles Marchell, a 
chauffeur- reputed to have been 
employed by Sinclair, and A. C. 
Gill, a newspaper man, who said 
later he had conducted an investi- 
gation which tended to show the 
jurors had been under surveillance. 

Jury Panel Members Called, 

Two members of the October 
jury panel were subpenaed today 
to appear before the grand jury. 
They are Arthur Dunlap, an elec- 
trical worker, who was called to 
the box in the Fall-Sinclair ‘rial 
but failed to qualify because he 
had formed an opinion in the case. 
The other was A. Goldstein, man- 
ager of a heating concern. They 
were to be questioned regarding 
corffversations among veniremen 
touching the case before the selec- 
tion of the jury began on Oct. 17. 

At the same time that the grand 
jury was trying to get at the bot- 
tom of the activities of Burns de- 
tectives accused of trying to effect 
a contact with the jurors in the 
dismissed case on behalf of Sin- 
clair, it was indicated that Attor- 
ney-General Sargent was quietly 
looking into the situation as_ it 
might affect his office. 

Mark B. Thompson, one of Fall’s 
‘awyers, appeared before the grand 
jury yesterday to explain a tele 
phone call he had made to Dan R. 
Jackson, an assistant to the Attor- 
ney-General, and which both men 
declared was purely personal, The 
Attorney-General today declined 
to comment on this phase of the 
case. 

Burns and His Son Called to Testi- 

fy Monday. 

William J. Burns, whose detec- 
tives shadowed the Teapot Dome 
oil conspiracy jury, will follow 
those jurors before the gra:.d jury 
whieh is investigating charges of 
jury tampering. 

Assistant District Attorney Burk- 
inshaw has summoned Burns and 
his son, W. Sherman Burns, to ap- 
pear Monday for examination. They 
were instructed to bring their 
books bearing upon the Washing- 
ton investigation made by their 
operatives, 

Indications are that the scope 
of the grand jury inquiry is con- 
stantly widening. Besides Burns 
and his son, Kidwell and other wit- 
nesses, who have been called, a new 
list prepared at the District Attor- 
ney’s office shows the Government 
seeks testimony from Sheldon 
Clark, vice president and general 
manager of the Sinclair Refining 
Co.. and Ceorge E. Gramberry, 
manager of the Washington office 
of the Burns Detective Agency. 

Clark was in Washington for a 
time during the trial and it was 
said that he would be asked wheth- 
er he had anything to do with the 
employment or the activities of the 
Burns agents, 

Witnesses from Honolulu to France, 
Texas to Canada. 

Members of the dismissed jury 
were called for examination today, 
coincident with the setting of Mon- 
day, Jan. 16, for Fall and Sinclair 
to face a new jury in the District

Biackmer is former chairman of 
the board of the Midwest Refining 
Co. Should he be adjudged mm con- 
tempt for his failure to respond to 
a subpena, he would be liable to 2 
fine of $100,000, which may be col- 
lected by proceedings against what- 
ever property he may possess with- 
in the continental United States. 
Government Set Out Yesterday to 

Close Gaps in Trail. 

The Government set about yes-, 
terday to bridge the gaps in che 
trail of evidence touching the ac- 
tivities of Burns detectives in 
shadowing jurors in the Fali-Sin- 
clair oll conspiracy trial as the 
grand jury investigation went for- 
ward. 

Statements designed to show a 
connection between Day and Sin- | 
clair were furnished by Eugene 
Blavuet, who told Neil Burkin- 
shaw, Assistant District Atoorney 
conducting the grand jury investi- 
gation, that Day had employed | 
him to drive Sinclair about Wash- 
ington, 

‘The record as it stands in the 
District Attorney’s office:is that 
Day first communicated with 
Frank T. Hurley, agent here for 
the Lincoln Motor Company, in an 
effort to hire several automobiles 
for an indeterminate time. He 
was referred to Blavuet. who said 
he went to the Mayflower Hotel, 
where Sinclair had his headquar- 
ters during the trial, and was di-, 
rected to a room in. which there 
were several men. He agreed te 
hire himself and car for $27 a 
day. 

Blavuet told Burkinshaw that he 
drove Sinclair to and from the 
court and to the Metropolitan Club 
and various other places; that he 
did not go to the home of Donald 
Woodward, wealthy Washington 
merchant, where it is charged Day 
got his reports from the detectives, 
The trail to Donald Woodward's 
home, where Day was & guest, was 
followed by means of Lincoln auto- 
mobiles. Reports reached the au- 
thorities that on several occasions 
the same car bearing different li- 
cense tags on almost each octa- 
sion had been seen going into Le- 
roy place, which is a short street 
in a fashionable residential sec- 
tion. 


Secret Service Men Tracked Trail- 
ers of Jurors. 


Secret service men, agents of the 
Federal Treasury ‘who safeguard 
Presidents and hunt down counter- 
feiters with equal facility, were 
called in by the District Attorney’s 
office to checkmate the” Burns de- 
tectives who were shadowing the 
jurors during the Fall-Sinelair 
trial.

men of his staff for this task and 
they worked with Deputy Mar- 
shals and the metropolitan police 
day and night, trailing not alone 
the private detectives from New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington, but others suspected 
of a connéction with the case. 

These men, whose duties often 
lead them tnto hidden haunts of 
violators of Federal statutes, 
moved so unobtrusively about their 
‘latest task that the private detec- 
tives are not believed to have had 
any idea their presence in Wash- 
ington was known to the authori- 
ties until the raiding crew descend- 
ea upon them at the Wardman 
Park Inn.

This request Was 
granted.

Sturm’s First Affidavit.

Schrader and the Postoffice 
Inspectors, Sturm said, kept in 
touch with him, and when the case 
came up for trial at Springfield he 
stayed at a hotel where the inspec- 
tors were quartered and there let 
Jack Kirby, another Government 
witness from Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary, read the statement he had 
signed for the postoffice inspectors, 
On this occasion, Sturm said in 
his affidavit, the postoffice inspec- 
tors told him, as an inducement 
for his testimony, that Detective 
Schrader would receive a reward 
of $500 for each defendant con- 
victed and that this reward money 
would be split with him (Sturm). 

After repudiating the statements 
of this affidavit in detail, Sturm, 
in the second affidavit to Postoffice 
inspectors, which wa‘ filed by U. 5. 
District Attorney Provine, said of 
McGlynn:

Mafia are to be tried by the hun- | 


dreds here and in Palermo and 
in numeroys other places. 

The. origin of this secret society 
dates back to those ancient Greeks 
who first colonized Sicily long be- 
fore the Christian era. Some say 
it began with the wise man, Pytha- 
goras, whom Cambyses had taken 
prisonerin Egypt. Pythagoras, the 
son of a wealthy business man and 
ship owner, lived in Sieily 39 years 
and he founded a secret brother- 
hood. This brotherhood is said to 
have L2en the philosophical and 
highly moral ancestor of the Mafia. 

The corruption in Sicily during 
the rule of the Bourbon. kings, and 
especially among police, must have 
had quite as much to do with the 
strength of the Mafia as the re- 
mote Greek philosopher. So bad 
were police and courts, so unpro- 
tected the people, that the people 
took justice into their own hands. 
Before the Mafia degenerated it 
had for its chief function the task 
of dispensing justice without sub- 
mitting to the extortions of corrupt 
law, corruptly administered.

: THE OIL CASE JURIES. 

Chief Justice Taft took a timely swat at the idiotic 
methods now in vogue for the selection of jurors. 
His remarks are considered an indirect comment on 
the oil cases. A jury composed largely of youngsters 
freed Fall and Doheny from criminal charges in 
connection with the leasing of the Elk Hills reserve. 
and the conntry is still throbbing with the sensation- 
al ending of the case against Fall and Sinclair. 

In both instances the juries were chosen almost en- 
tirely from men and women who knew nothing about 
the oil lease question. In the case against Fall and 
Sinclair only one juror in the box had any previous 
knowledge of the case. Most of them had only “read 
the headlines” about Teapot Dome and Elk Hills, and 
were unfamiliar with any of the details. 

What would we think if the same test were applied 
to a Judge? Would it not be ridiculous to comb the 
conntry for a Judge who had not read about the oil 
cases? What kind of Judge would he be who had 
‘not made it his business to inform himself about 
‘one of the most important political incidents in our 
history, ‘involving Cabinet officers and other gov- 
ernmental dignitaries and an enormously valuable 

pnblic property? 

Jadge Siddons wat not asked whether or not he 
was familiar with the case, yet no one has questioned 
his judgment and fairness in the conduct of the trial. 
But Edwerd J. Kidwell, a young poolroom and soft- 
drink-stand habitue, was made eligible to act as a 
juror in the case principally because he knew nothing 
about it! 

To say the least, the oil lease cases are intricate. 
They involve a series of transactions extending over 
a period of years, the conduct of high governmental 
officers and of men like Sinclair and Doheny, and 
many legal questions whose solution calls for intelli- 
gence of a high order. Young Kidwell was chosen 
to act as juror to pass on these things! He and 11 
others, including bakers, plumbers, cable-splicers 
and tire-changers, who did not have enough sense of 
citizenship to read about the oil cases, had it in their 
power in effect to reverse the United States Supreme 
Court. One of the mosf intelligent persons on the 
jury—a woman—was astonished to learn after the 
trial that the Supreme Court in civil proceedings had 
passed on nearly all the points raised in the criminal 
trial. 

To our mind, the only jurors qualified to sit in 
cases of this kind are men and women intelligent 
and interested enough in public affairs to be informed 
about them.

As a result of the location 
chosen, the lakes will be restored to

THE CASE OF ARNOLD CHARD, 
From the New York Evening World. 


VERY now and then we get a striking : 


illustration of the workings of the im- 
migration law designed to meet the menace 
of the “foreign devils.”

His wife, who came here from France 
when 6, assumed that she was a citizen by 
virtue of the ¢itizenship of her husband. 

Having prospered and earned a vacation, 
the couple spent four months in Europe on 
a tour. The more they saw of Europe the 
better they thought of the United States— 
thus differing trom our intelligentsia, or a 
sad part of it.

$70 000,000 AMERICAN 
CONTRACT IN EGYPT 


Engineering Firm to Construct 
Dam Across the Nile— 
British Protest Likely.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4-—A $20,- 
000,000 contract for construction of 
a dam across the Nile near Lake 
Tsana, negotiated between the 
Abyssinian Government and the J. 
G. White Engineering Corporation 
of New York, is described as the 
opening step in an ambitious pro- 
gram for the cultural and material 
reconstruction of Egypt by Amcri- 
can capital. 

Irrigation of tremendous desert 
tracts is the purpose of the dam. 
The expected substantial profits for 
sale of water which will accure to 


the Abyssinian Government will 
enable the reigning regent to em- 
bark soon on a plan calling for the 
employment of American teachers, 
physicians, technica! men and 
skilled artisans, with a view to 
throwing off the inertia which has 
held the country back through 
many centuries. 


State Department Informed. 


Negotiations of the contract— 
which London dispatches said had 
caused considerable ‘surprise’ in 
British officia’ circles—was carried 
through by Dr. W. C. Martin, as 
envoy extraordinary to the regent, 
who departed at once for Ethopia 
on completion of the mission. 

Dr. Martin’s American § repre- 
sentative, Dr. A. L. Uttner, de- 
clared today the negotiations were 
undertaken with full knowledge of 
the State Department in Washing- 
ton, and added that the regent’s 
envoy had had “several! talks” with 
President Coolidge and Secretdry 
Kellogg on the subject, keeping 
them informed of progress. and, 
finally, of the result. 


British Protest Likely. 


London advices forecast possible 
diplomatic pressure to prevent ex- 
ecution of the contract. 

Under express stipulations of a 
treaty in force between Great Brit- 
ain and Abyssinia, it was said, no

country. It is variously estimated 
at an amount running all the way 
from $35, 000, 000 to $100,000,000 
annually. 

The typical definiti on of mayon- 
naise dressing is that it is “a sauce 
or salad dressing, composed of raw 
egg yolks beaten up with olive oil 
to the consistence of thick cream 
and flavored with vinegar, mustard 
or lemon juice, etc.” I believe the 
Department of Agriculture insists 
that mayonnaise must consist of 
a food oil, eggs, vinegar, with or 
without spices and sugar. When 
gelatine, starch, gums or other 
binders are used, the fact must be 
recorded on the label. 

You can see that these require- 
ments relate only to the ingredients 
used in the original mixture. They 
‘guard against adulteration, but they

Upon every table at least once a 
day should be some form of salad 
made from fruits or vegetables. 
Those mysterious things, the vita- 
mins, are found in the vegetable 
world and we need them for our 
health. 

To make the salad palatable a 
dressing is required. Here is where 
well-made mayonnaise does its 
work.

Stuffed Egg Plant. 

Boil egg plants twenty minutes. 
Cut in halves lengthwise. Scoop 
out center. Drain in cheesecloth. 
Mix the bread crumbs, chicken, 
butter, salt, paprika, Cayenne and 
egg. Fill egg plant shells with 
this mixture, cover with buttered 
and seasoned crumbs and bake in 
a slow oven about one hour. Left- 
Over meat or vegetables may be 
used in place of chicken. 

Macedoine of Vegetables. 

Clean carrots and turnips and 
cut into strips or fancy shapes; 
there should be one and one-fourth 
cups carrots and one-half cup tur- 
nips. Cook separately in boiling 
salted water until soft. Drain and 
add one and one-fourth cups 
cooked peas. Reheat in a sauce 
made of three tablespoons butter, 
three tablespoons flour, three- 
fourths cup chicken stock, and one- 
half cup top milk. Season to taste 
with pepper and salt, and just be- 
fore serving add yolks of two eggs 
and one-half tablespoon lemon 
juice. The water in which car- 
rots were cooked may be used in 
place of chicken stock. Egg yolks 
may be omitted,

Season with salt 
and pepper to taste. Fry four slices 
of bacon nice and crisp. Take it 
from frying pan. Put a spoonful 
of butter with the bacon drippings. 
Put the cabbage in the hot fat and 
fry a light brown. Add two table- 
spoons of vinegar and serve while 
hot. This is very good. Lay the 
bacon on top of the cabbage, 


Cut six medium-size cold boiled 
potatoes into thin slices, Heat two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or three 
slices of bacon snipped into small 
pieces with scissors and one onion 
sliced in a frying pan, and when 
smoking hot dump in the potatoes; 
sprinkle with one-half teaspoonful 
of salt and one-eighth teaspoonful 
of pepper, and fry to a nice golden 
brown. Then pour over the pota- 
toes three well-beaten eggs, sea- 
son further if necessary, and let 
simmer until the eggs become firm.

Apple Pancakes. 

Take one egg, one cup flour, one 
cup cooked apples put through a 
sieve, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon baking soda mixed 
in the cooked apples, one teaspoon 
baking “powder, one tablespoon 
melted butter, one-half cup sweet 
milk. 

Beat egg well, add apple sauce 
containing soda, sift dry ingredi- 
ents and stir into the egg mixture. 
Add the milk and beat well. Adda 
the melted butter last. Stir mix- 
ture well. Cook pancake mixture 
on hot griddle. Butter pancakes, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar ana 
roll.

Quarter and core six unpared 
apples. Put into a skillet one cup 
of sugar, one tablespoon of butter, 
three tablespoons of water. After 
this is melted, put in the apples, 
Cover and let fry 
slowly until browned. 

Sausage With Fried Apples. 

Fry country sausages formed into 
pats until thoroughly’ done, Re- 
move from the pan and prepare a 
dozen slices of apple rings made 
by removing the core and peeling 
from sound apples. Dip in the 
Sausage fat and fry until done.
